Dear Harold, 

Thanks for your mailings of 3/2, 6, and 9* I'm glad to hear that your 
trip to Memphis was so productive, and I appreciate being kept informed. 

I am enclosing my lists of newspaper clippings, with the covering note to 
GRS, and a copy of my letter of this date to Nichols. 

Some reading you may be interested in: an emotional but good anti -Epstein 
piece on page 1 of the latest (March 5» I think) L.A. Free Press; a general 
piece on police agents and informants by Vladimir Dedijer in the 3/25 NY Review 
(makes reference to Lord Russell's views on the JFK case.) (If you don't have 
ready access to these, they aren't worth copying unless you have special interest.) 
(The Free Press article is badly printed and probably can't be copied. It has 
only a little factual information on the actual Panther shooting cases.) 

The NYT clipping you sent about the Jack Shaw case raises one question in 
my mind: it seems to be well established that Hosty was punished for the Oswald 

case. Was any action taken against other agents; if so, who? In particular, 

what evaluation 222 was made of DeBrueys ' actions. Is it possible that even FBI 
headquarters didn't see that there was fishy business in N.O.? One of these days 
someone - preferably a Congressional committee - will have to talk to DeB. 

Thanks for the information in your ® 3/7 about m. the Z and Nix films. There 
are no indications that Alvarez is starting up again, and in any case I don't think 
I would have much influence unless I had seen the material first-hand, so I won't 
discuss it with him at this time. I have seen a slightly "improved” version of 
Nix and if my recollection is correct your interpretation seems reasonable. One 
thing I found interesting is your comment that in Z31^ or so JFK's hand is moving 
upwards. This agrees with what Manchester made so much of ( p. 158 ). I would 
like to see your work on these films when it is finished. 

Don Olson has put together a rather convincing case for a hit before JFK went 
behind the sign. I — . s- don't think he has much that is completely new, but his 
case is well put together. He has promised to send me (and you) a copy of the 
paper, but I don’t have it yet. 

You sent me a copy of the 3/8/71 Anderson column, on the SST lobby, and asked 
if what was cut might have been of interest to us. I'm afraid that I don't even 
see that what was not cut is of any interest 1 

Not much else is new. Still nothing from 3SR& Anderson, or from the JD on 
my 12/9/70 request, with 3/8/71 reminder. This weekend I am going to Reno (!) 
for the Western Stage Band Festival (!!), staying driai at the "B-Gay Motel" (111). 
I'm still making only slow progress on my thesis, but it leaves me very little 
time for more interesting research.
